HUNT IDEAS AND CATCH SOVEREIGNS. 
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PORTRAITS ON PEN NIBS. 


Special Pens for Special Uses. 


A xarce firm of pen manufacturers some time ago 
received an order from Mr. James B. Duke, President 
of the American Tobacco Company, for several gross of 
steel pens, ieee er with a porirait of himself. 

Eccentric as the idea may appear, this custom of pen 
portraiture is by no means uncommon. Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan has quite recently given a similar 
order to an American firm, while a certain French 
variety actress, who is well known in London, has for 
years been in the habit of distributing among her 
friends pretty souvenir boxes, containing a dozen or 
so pen nibs, each one cf which presents a charming pen- 
model of herself. 

_ The late Mr. Barnato, of Kimberley fame, used at one 
time to have his monogram stamped on all the pens 
ordered for his private use: while at the present timo 
an Austrian firm has standing orders to supply pens 
for the use of another South African plutocrat, which 
are engraved with that gentleman’s motto and coat of 
arms—neither of which, it may be added, can be sai:l 
to err on the side of modesty. 

A curious pen that is much better known is a black 
“J” which bears its marker’s mcnogram. As this is 
embossed in self colour, the silver Ictter “J” which 
springs from its middle gives to the pen a very curious 
appearance. 

n 1892 an enterprising firia of pen manufacturers 
produced a beautifully executed pen nib, modelled like 
a dug, to celebrate Fullerton’s fourth successive victory 
in the Waterloo Cup. A microscopic inscription s:t 
forth a list of the champion’s achievements and the 
name of his lucky owner. Whether or no the “ Fuller- 
ton” pen had any public sale, it is impossible to 
say. but Colonel North certainly ordered several hun- 
dred gross boxes, for which he paid a “fancy ” figure. 

To comme mncrate Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee, 
Mesers. William Mitchell, pen makers to His Majesty's 
Government ofiices, manufactured a unique “ J pointed 
quill pen,” known as “ Ye Royal Ladye’s.” Inset in the 
barrel of the pen was an artistic gilt medallion of Queen 
Victoria, surmounte:l by a crown and the dates “ 1837- 
1887," while below the royal portrait appeared a dia- 
mond containing the word “Jubilee.” 

Tn the course of a recent conversation, Mr. William 
Mitchell told the writer about a few freak pens that 
are izanufactured by his firm. The “Royal Mail” 
pen presents a picture of an old-fashioned hanging 
clock, the hands of which point to 1.23. The side 
pierces of the pen form the weights of the clock, while 
the centre pierce forms a realistic pendulum. 

An extraordinary-looking object is the “central 
flexion” pen, the mere existence of which one would 
instinctively ascribe to “a screw loose” in the machine 
that manufactured it. Despite the fact that this pen 
presents the appearance of having been turned insido 
out, it yet enjoys unbounded popularity in Sweden, 
Norway, and Russia. 

Another pen that appears to have gone wrong in 
the making (resembling somewhat a sickle with the 
handle turned inside out), is manufactured especially 
for Arabic ani similar writings, while a bloated frog- 
looking pen, appropriately enough, meets with great 
favour in France. 

Messrs. Wm. Mitchell were the original makers of the 
“J” pen, which was invented to imitate as nearly as 
possible the popular quill pen of the period. Since 
that time other embossed letter pens have from time 
to time made their appearance, until now a complete 
range of letter pens exists, each pen of the series 

ing its own peculiar uses. . 

For example the “ W” pen has two slits and is thus 
three-nibbed, fulfilling the necessary qualification for a 
popular pen in Japan and China.

Tr is within the power of an infant—that is, a person 
under the age of twenty-one—to have a very time 
of it, if his scruples are slight, for the law allows him 
an astonishing lot of privileges. 

_Let us suppose the case of a precocious young man of 
nineteen or inenty, who is aware of the favours the law 
has unintentionally bestowed upon him, and determines 
to make the most of then. He wants pocket-money, so 
he must embark upon some cash-coining business. He 
takes a fine set of offices, and furnishes them hand- 
somely on creaJit, on which terms he runs his business, 
whatever it is, so long as he can. 

He contracts with a livery-stable keeper for the hire 
of a smart carriage to drive him to and from his office 
of a day, and anywhero else he wishes to go. He runs 
up big bills for whisky and soda, and choice cigars, 
which he offers his clients or customers with the utmost 
liberality. He decks himself with jewellery, to win 
the confidence of his clients, and dresses in the height 
of fashion, and does not wear the same thing more than 
a dozen times. 

His tailors, seeing him well established in his offices, 
conclude he is a “young spark with a rich backing,” 
and allow him any amount of credit. His hatter, boot- 
maker, shirtmaker, are all equally satisfied. He lives 
like a millionaire, trading for cack. or short credit with 
goods he buys for long credit, thus being supplied with 
the funds he needs to purchase those trifling articles he 
cannot get on credit. 

After a time the landlord of his offices and the man 
who furnished them, the cigar merchant, the jeweller, 
tailor, bootmaker, and all others with whom he has had 
dealings, fall upon him with their bills.

GET ILL AND LIVE LONG. 


Insurance Companies Like Delicate People, as they 
Generally Live Longer than the Healthy. 


Axe you suffering from good health? Dear, dear, 
you should really insure your life. There is no know- 
ing when you may die, seeing that, yeep to insur- 
ance statistics, the only people who are really in for a 
aa bag are those in delicate health. 

There are few things more dangerous to life than 
health. When a man feels perfectly robust, and has 
never had a day's illness, he takes absolutely no care 
of himsclf, thinking that no harm can possibly come to 
him. He exposes himself to draughts, bad air, is care- 
less as to his diet and clothing, pays little regard to 
the little cautions for insuring proper health which are 
recognised as vital. 

Now, delicate persons run no such risk. Knowing the 
weakness of his or her system, and being under con- 
stant medical supervision, they are consistently careful 
of their daily habits. A person with weak lungs, under 
proper advice, will avoid exposure to draughts, and 
other influences, and through continuous caution in 
every little thing, will most probably far outlive the 
hia active man, who snaps his fingers at precau- 

ons. 

One of the most frequent ailments to develop in 
healthy people is an ee laces liver, particularly if the 
subject has been in the habit of taking constant stimu- 
lant. A as insurance doctor told P.1V. that a man 
in the habit of taking several glasses of liquor every 
ha 4 of his life will, in many cases, find himself subject 
to liver trouble at fifty. For this reason one of the most 
highly rated of subjects for insurance are barmen, who 
invariably imbibe a certain amount every day of their 
lives. These men are in an enormous percentage short- 
lived, or have big livers late in life. 

A delicate person would guard against excess of drink, 
or of any other kind, if they knew of the state of their 
health, and consequently are, gencrally speaking, 
longer-lived than the happy-go-lucky robust man. 

Tnsurance companies have taken a long time to find 
this out, but at last it is universally recognised that a 
person with weak heart or lungs is no more a bad sub- 
Ject for insurance than anyone else. 

“Quite twenty per cent. of the London populace,” 
said an insurance doctor to P.W. “have weak hearts, 
but the number of them that die as a result of them is 
insignificant. The only result is to make them more 
careful of themselves. The same with weak lungs. 
Even supposing a child inherits lung trouble from his 

arents, it does not by any means follow that he will 

@ consumptive, and insurance companies no longer 
exclude such persons from their scope. Unless he 
actually has the disease, he is granted a policy. 

“In ‘sizing you up,’ what insurance companies look 
at most are the lungs, heart, and weight. If the first 
two are weak, though you are not excluded from a 
policy, your policy is ‘loaded,’ to use the current 
expression, or your rate is inc according to the 
risk involved. If your weight is below the normal, 
you are suffering from some defect, and this is reckoned 
against you by the companies. If you have had rheu- 
matism, companies will, in all probability, ‘load’ your 
policy, as this is one of the surest ushers in of heart 
affection. 


“Insurance companies are often the means of pro- 
longing life. Examination constantly reveals in appli- 
cants ailments of the system which they have never 
suspected. It is not usual for companies to tell a man 
why they refuse him, or rate his policy highly, but 
if he insists they will consent to reveal the cause to him. 
Often the result is to lead the subject to live a much 
more careful life, which, had he remained ignorant of 
his trouble, he would not have done. ; 

“ Sometimes, however, men have been terribly scared 
on hearing what the examination reveals about them. 
‘Well,’ said one man on hearing of his state of health 
‘I must keep this from the wife, for if she thought t 
was rejected she would be in a terrible state. I'll pre- 
tend I don’t believe in insurance.’ : 

“ Moral cowardice is one of the greatest obstacles in 
many men who should insure their lives. They suspect 

something is wrong with them, are so afraid of 
having the truth revealed in the form of a rejection 
pe company, that they dare not venture inside the 
offices.
